Situated within the walls of Town Hall, that 
precious little building, is probably the undisputed 
busiest department, an office that handles documents 
from birth to death and everything in-between, the Town 
Clerk's Office. Barbara Sullivan and her assistant, Theresa 
Gomes, are the go-to people whether you need to register 
your boat, license your dog, discuss town maps or get a 
copy of the town's bylaws. When you don't know with 
whom you need to speak, the Town Clerk's Office can 
direct you. 

There are also the executive administrative 
assistants and secretaries from the Town Administrator 
and Selectmen Office to the Conservation Commission 
and Building Inspector, as well as many others whose 
hard work supports the infrastructure of the town. 

Other Departments serving the residents are: 
Animal Control /Shellfish Warden, Assessors, Building 
Inspectors, Council on Aging, Harbormaster, Highway 
Department, Public Health Nurse, Library, Recreation, 
Town Accountant, Town Administrator, Treasurer /Tax 
Collector, Tree Warden, Veterans' Office, and Water & 
Sewer. 

Some of the people who work in these various 
departments are hired employees, some are elected 
by majority vote and still others are appointed by the 
Selectmen. 

For instance, the Tree Warden is an elected 
position, but the building inspectors are hired employees. 
The elected positions are: Selectmen, Town Clerk, Town 
Moderator, Board of Assessors, Highway Surveyor, 
Constables, Board of Health, Herring Inspector, 
Housing Authority, Library Trustees, ORR District 
School Committee, Planning Board, Mattapoisett School

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expenditures, purchases, salaries and future needs. 
Preceding Town Meeting, the Committee meets with each 
department head to hear their requests and to prioritize 
the needs while being mindful of incoming revenue. The 
totality of the task can't be overstated. But in order to 
craft a well-managed and balanced budget, departmental 
input is essential. So is well-reasoned and knowledgeable 
planning based on economic rational. 

Our Conservation Commission (Con Com) 
as described on the town's website is charged with 
the responsibility of administering the State Wetlands 
Protection Act at the municipal level. Functions include: 
Site reviews. Informal Project Reviews, Determination of 
Applicability, Orders of Condition. Let's say you want to 
put an in-ground pool on your property or make any type 
of modification to you home or plot; you'll need to have 
your plans reviewed by the Commission to insure you are 
in compliance with those rules and regulations this group 
oversees on behalf of the town. The Conservation Agent is 
part of this commission. 

Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) has considerable 
responsibility in determining just what sorts of buildings 
and changes may be made to structures or property in 
town. As described on the town website, we find: ZBA 
interprets and enforces the Zoning Bylaws on a case-by- 
case basis and has the power to decide each petition for 
- appealing decisions made by the Building Inspector, 
granting special use permits (such as the industrial solar 
farm which recently passed their review), variances or 
deviations from established regulations, and permits 
under Chapter 40B of the State General Laws. 

The Board is comprised of five regular members 
and five associate members all appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. The Building Inspector works with the ZBA in 
an advisory capacity. 

Then there is the Planning Board. It's important 
to note here that this board is presently and will over 
the course of the next six months or so be digging into 
substantive land use planning. This is in concert with 
reviewing the zoning bylaws for current accuracy, 
future needs and with SREPDD's regional planning. It 
was recently noted by Grant King of SREPDD that the

Water Restrictions and Conservation Tips 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Water bills are due next week in Marion and at 
the end of the month in Mattapoisett. A little blue slip of 
paper included in the mailing notifies residents of a water 
restriction in effect from June 15 through September 15. 

"This is a conservation restriction," says Rob 
Zora, Superintendent of the Department of Public Works 
in Marion. "We've had the restriction for many years, and 
it's primarily to keep people from watering their gardens 
and lawns in the midday because of evaporation. You can 
do more harm than good watering in the middle of the 
day" 

According to Zora, July and August are the 
highest water usage months, with the town using from 
800,000 to 1 million gallons of water a day. This month's 
estimate is approximately 550,000 to 600,000 gallons a day. 

In Mattapoisett, this past Saturday, June 1, the 
town used 577,000 gallons and on Sunday, June 2, the 
town used 621,000 gallons. 

"This past weekend was hot, and we expected a 
higher usage, but it didn't happen," said Nick Nicholson, 
Superintendent of the Water and Sewer Department in 
Mattapoisett. According to Nicholson, the weekends 
almost always show a spike in water usage. 

Rochester primarily uses well water and septic 
systems but has approximately 200 homes connected to 
the Marion water system. Only a dozen or so homes in 
Marion operate on a private well system. 

The water restriction prohibits outside watering 
except between the hours of 6:00 and 8:00 am, and 
between the hours of 6:00 and 8:00 pm, Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday for even street-numbered homes, 
and Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday for odd-street 
numbered homes. Residents may wash vehicles and

water plants on Sundays by means of a hand-held hose 
between the hours of 6:00 am and 12:00 pm. 

Nicholson echoed Zora's comments by saying 
that outdoor watering in the summer is an issue. 

"It's about education/' Nicholson said. ''You 
really only need to water once a week and only an inch of 
water. Watering in the midday isn't effective and should 
be done early in the morning or in the late afternoon." 

According to the American Water Works 
Association (AWWA), at least 50 percent of water 
consumed by households is used outdoors. Inside your 
home, bathroom facilities claim nearly 75 percent of the 
water used. 

Indoor usage varies by household, but estimates 
by the AWWA show that nearly 40 percent gets flushed 
down the toilets. More than 30 percent is used in showers 
and baths, while the laundry and dishwashing take about 
15 percent. Leaks claim 5 percent or more, which leaves 
about 10 percent for everything else. 

Both Zora and Nicholson stressed the importance 
of taking care of leaks immediately. 

"A leaking faucet goes 24/7 and can add up very 
quickly and should be fixed immediately," said Zora. A 
faucet or toilet leak that totals only two tablespoons a 
minute becomes 15 gallons a day and 105 gallons a week. 

Other suggestions for cutting the water bill 
include covering your swimming pool to prevent 
evaporation, mowing your lawn once a week, using

desire to get a Community Preservation Act approved for 
the town of Rochester. 

According to members of the Open Space Action 
Committee, the last vote for a CPA was 26 votes shy of 
being approved in 2006. 

Rosemary Smith, who is on the Committee, said 
that the CPA enables cities and towns of Massachusetts 
to acquire funds to make open spaces more suitable 
for things like walking paths, baseball fields, and other 
outdoor recreational activities, as well as for preserving 
and restoring properties of historical significance. Funds 
from the CPA could also be used to preserve land and to 
protect drinking water, as well as wildlife habitats. 

"All of the towns around us have the CPA, 
and by putting in a very small amount of money from 
[the taxpayers], they have reaped millions of dollars," 
said Susan Teal, who is also on the Open Space Action 
Committee. 

According to the Committee, 155 towns in 
Massachusetts have a CPA in place, and 30 are attempting 
to bring it forward. 

Smith said that the point in going before the 
Selectmen on Monday was to get feedback as to whether 
they thought the town vote for the CPA should be for the 
fall or spring. 

The Board suggested that they go forth in creating 
some sort of memo stating their goals as well as to find 
members to be on the Committee before they do anything 
else. 

Smith also said that the average tax increase for a 
homeowner in Rochester would be about $30-50 per year. 

"It's town-directed spending," Smith said.

1998. According to Magee, Small graduated from the 
Southern New England School of Law in 2009, and he 
recommended the promotion to Sergeant to the Board, 
who approved the change.

Abatements, Resignations and Land Use 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

An appeal for a water and sewer abatement was 
made by Josepha Staton, the sister of Jacklyn Roderiques 
of 221-A Wareham Road, at the Marion Board of 
Selectmen meeting on Tuesday evening. 

Staton addressed the Board, saying that her 
sister is legally blind and that she and her family help 
Roderiques, who is seeking an abatement of a water and 
sewer bill amounting to $10,836.61. 

The largest amount of the bill occurred from 
February 18 until April 9. Roderiques said that nothing 
unusual has occurred, water-wise, during that time. 

The Board, after hearing from Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and from the applicant's 
representative, voted and agreed to eliminate the sewer 
portion of the bill, which was $5,912.70. At issue was that 
the meter, which was tested and found accurate, showed 
an excessive water flow from February 18 until April 
9, at which time it subsided. Roderiques said that she 
suspected a defective meter. 

"We used to check our water consumption and 
report back on a card, and now we are subject to a roving 
vehicle which shows our consumption,'' Staton said. "This

Ash Spared the Ax, Rezoning Revisited 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Marilou Newell 

Beacon Street's shady canopy will not be further 
compromised, as the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
denied a request for a permit to have one of its ash trees 
cut down. The petition included notes from landscaper 
Charles Dupont that the tree was diseased and a danger 
not only to the applicants navigating in and out of their 
driveway but also to the public. Dupont also stated to the 
Board that the tree roots were causing drainage issues. 

But the green ash tree had its protectors in the 
form of Tree Warden Roland Cote, Highway Supervisor 
Barry Denham, and the Tree Committee, whose 
spokesperson, Sandra Hering, reported in detail to the 
Board. 

"When you go up Beacon Street towards Ned's 
Point, the canopy of trees has a lot of bare spots. In spite 
of that, [the canopy] is one of the characteristics that we 
want to keep," Hering said. "This ash tree is part of that 
canopy. I respect that it is difficult to get in the driveway.

town; their roots protect against soil erosions. Trees and 
their roots filter water draining into the harbor; they 
improve air quality and reduce air temperatures. The Tree 
Committee really wants to stop the removal of trees in our 
town.'' 

The Planning Board had requested the input of 
the Tree Warden, citing their lack of knowledge in this 
area. 

'T pruned the tree back two years ago, and the 
owners were pleased with the work at that time,'' Cote 
said. He noted that he didn't find anything wrong with 
the tree.

within the rail corridor, as well as other spaces in town 
including rezoning options and possibilities. 

She asked if the Board could and would consider 
using various forms of public announcements versus 
just the legal requirement to alert the public of meetings 
they will be holding on the topic of rezoning and master 
planning. DeSouza noted that not everyone is going to 
read the legal notices. Several suggestions were offered, 
such as descriptive information on what the public notice 
is all about so that people would more readily understand 
the work of the Board, using the sign at the Route 6 
intersection at North Street informing the public of 
hearings and meetings, and sending press releases to the 
newspapers in conjunction with the legal notices. 
DeSouza said, 'T absolutely urge the Board to advertise." 
She believes that by doing so, they would receive the 
public participation they have been requesting. 

The Board discussed that the SRPEDD hearing 
was not a binding plan but was necessary to be completed 
and submitted to the Governor. They conceded that more 
could be done to arouse public interest in the work that 
lies before them, a massive new master plan and rezoning 
effort. The Planning Board members are seeking public 
input to help them craft plans, section by section, from 
business sectors, to residential development, to wetlands 
and open space, in an effort to ensure that the needs of the 
town from economic development to recreation are met in 
the coming years.

condition had been violated and that a DEP permit had 
been applied for. Originally on April 30, 2012, the permit 
required a special condition for a 10-foot- wide costal bank 
''no activity zone/' Then, in August, a request for coastal 
restoration work was denied but then applied for through 
the state's DEP office. That office granted the permit. 

Now coming before the Commission, DaRosa 
requested a certificate of compliance on the premise 
that the essence of what the Commission conditioned 
on the original permits had been complied with. The 
Commission did not see it that way. 

Chairman Peter Newton said, "It isn't clear to me 
that the original order was to clear the entire bank." He 
said he wasn't in favor of approving the amended DEP 
permit, wondering if the owner created his own problems 
by going to the state and moving forward to clear the 
bank in spite of the town's request not to do so. 

Newton continued that the applicant had agreed 
to the "no touch zone." DaRosa felt that by not granting 
the certificate, he was being punished. In the absence of a 
certificate of compliance, the title to the property would 
be in encumbered. 

"There are half-dozen violations on this project," 
Newton said. "I'm not in much of a mood to be granting a 
permit." 

Earlier in the day, the Conservation Commission 
had received several phone calls from concerned citizens 
who witnessed construction activity on the beach and 
shoreline area at the property. There was a Bobcat 
removing stones and pushing sand changing the contour 
of the shoreline. 

"We can't grant a certificate because the no touch 
zone has been violated," Newton said. "We were never 
informed that work would be taking place." 

"It was really disheartening to see the Bobcat

There were bright spots in the postseason, one 
being the girls' tennis team. The Lady Bulldogs, who are 
seeded fourth, easily defeated the Millis Mohawks 5-0 in 
their opening round of the MIAA Division 3 South Tennis 
Tournament. Every singles and doubles team won their 
matches. Senior star Abby Offringa won 6-1, 6-2, while 
sophomore Julia Nojeim won her match 6-2, 6-4. Third 
singles Casey Garstang won her match 6-0, 6-1, and both 
doubles teams also won to secure the victory for the Lady 
Bulldogs. The girls now advance to the quarterfinals, 
where they face off against fifth-seeded Carver. 

Another bright spot was at the All-State 
Championship Meet at Westfield State. At this meet, 
the best track and field athletes in the entire state 
gather to determine the state champions for each 
event. Old Rochester's Ally Saccone won her first state 
championship in the 400 hurdles, running a state-best 
62.5 seconds. This time ranks her 31st in the entire nation 
for the event. Also, Saccone finished second in the 100 
hurdles, running a great time of 14.77 seconds to finish an 
extremely successful high school track career.

Father's Day

After Earth, Starring Will Smith and Jaden Smith. 
Directed by M. Night Shyamalan. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Many years from now, when genetic testing at 
birth will foretell what career a child will mature into, 
there will be a summer camp for boys and girls who 
have been determined to be future movie directors. Late 
at night, at this camp, the budding filmmakers will sit 
around a campfire. The counselor will shine a flash- 
light under his or her face and spookily intone, ''Gather 
around, children ... and listen to the terrifying cautionary 
tale of ... M. Night Shyamalan/' Eeeeek! 

Once pegged as "the new Spielberg,'' Shyamalan 
had a series of hits as writer-director: The Sixth Sense, Un- 
breakable, Signs, and yes, even the much-maligned The Vil- 
lage made respectable bank. For a while, Shyamalan, who 
was legitimately talented and had an effortless command 
of dread-ridden mood, strutted around as if his flatulence 
were lavender aromatherapy. Then, oh then, came the 
fall: Lady in the Water (which I actually liked) followed in 
a diminuendo of fecklessness by The Happening and The 
Last Airbender. Today — not that you'd know it by the 
ads — Shyamalan is back with After Earth, which proves, 
if nothing else, that he still values apprehensive quietude 
to build tension. The movie is not poorly directed. Unfor- 
tunately it has been constructed by its co-producer. Will 
Smith, and its star, also Will Smith, as a showcase for and 
passing of the sci-fi-action baton to one Jaden Smith, son 
of the co-producer and star. You wouldn't really know 
that from the ads, either, but After Earth is basically Jaden's 
Big Jungle Adventure (Occasionally Featuring a Mostly Seated 
Will Smith). 

It's a thousand years in the future. Earth has long 
been uninhabitable, so everyone has packed up and left. 
Their new planet. Nova Prime, is infested with ugly mon- 
sters known as Ursas, who can sense fear. General Cypher 
Raige (Will) has no fear, so they can't sense him and he 
can kill them. Cypher's son Kitai (Jaden) is a "ranger" 
in training. They go off together on a mission, but their 
spaceship is trashed by asteroids and they have to make 
an unscheduled landing on ... Earth. Cypher's legs are 




I broken in the crash; he sends 
I Kitai, the only other survivor, out 
I to find the tail of the ship, which 
contains the beacon they need to 
send for help. Kitai must con- 
tend not only with the wildlife of 
Earth, all of which has evolved to 
be extremely dangerous, but with 
a newly hatched Ursa that had 
I occupied an egg in the cargo hold. 
Shyamalan, who along with 
Gary Whitta is credited with the 
screenplay (Will gets story credit), establishes the uneasy 
relationship between father and son. Dad shows no fear 
and hardly any other emotion; robbed of his usual facile 
charm. Will has little to fall back on but a rather stilted 
delivery that suggests that humans in the year 2113 will 
talk like Gina Carano in Furious 6. (Somehow, people are 
still using phrases like "good to go" in the far future.) 
Since Will is sidelined, the movie rests unsteadily on 
Jaden' s narrow shoulders, and he communicates a certain 
urgency, if not much else. The many scenes of peril are 
smoothly staged, with a respect for the alienness of the 
evolved life forms, though I could' ve done without the bit 
where Jaden tries to save some baby condors from tigers 
and the mama condor drags him to shelter. That adds an 
unwelcome anthropomorphic softness to the rest of the 
proceedings: Battle not with monsters, and they'll totally 
save your life later, dude. 

After Earth has taken a punch or two for allegedly 
being a Trojan horse for Scientology, but I didn't sniff any 
of that. Cypher Raige's mantra is "Danger is real; fear is a 
choice," and he goes on to clarify that fear is a response to 
something that hasn't happened yet and may not happen. 
"Take a knee," he commands his son, and ground yourself 
in the present. His and his son's real problem, though, is 
regret over a tragedy in the past, and they need to learn 
that the past is dead. If the movie stumps for any belief 
system, it's Zen Buddhism. As for the overall film, it's re- 
ally an intimate two-person story, with Kitai' s mother and 
sister as mostly voiceless avatars of inspiration. Realists 
will be relieved that humans don't find a way to return to 
Earth for good and co-exist with the animals; the planet 
remains wild and toxic, and so the film shakes out as a 
bitter cautionary tale. Speaking of which, that campfire 
story told to frightened young directors may not have 
such a bad ending; the movie may be flopping, but that's 
not Shyamalan' s fault — he did his best with what he was 
given. He deserves another shot, and a stronger script.

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Proud Ghosts of Point Connett 

In memory of Jill 
By Rudd Wyman

Part 11 

In 1938, like everyone on Point Connett, the 
Warren family had to rebuild. Bob and Grace Warren 
had twins. 
Jack and Jill, 
who became 
my summer- 
time pals. An 
older sister, 
Joan, won re- 
gional sailing 
awards; an 
older brother. 
Bob Jr., be- 
came a B-26 

pilot, shot down and badly wounded over Germany, 
he was surgically healed by a skillful enemy doctor. 
Returning to Point Connett, Bob married Debbie and 
they sired four boys. 

Jill became my favorite twin, like the sister I 
never had. We rode the roller coaster at Lincoln Park six 
times, and crashed bumper cars at the Brockton Fair. 

On one July night, Jill and I prowled the Point, 
howling and hooting like wounded elephants wak- 
ing neighbors and alerting Oman. After a homeward 
bound marathon, Guntha, Oman's German Shepherd, 
sniffed me cowering under Peck's Jeep. With Oman's 
bright light in my eyes, I invited man and beast next 
door to my folk's house, lit up like a casino. With Mom 
and Dad in Bermuda, Oman accepted and suggested 
future primate behavior in moderation, while Guntha 
snored. Jill escaped. 

In the early 1940s, the threat of German subma- 
rines passing through Buzzards Bay became a reality 
and for several months, the Coast Guard maintained 
scrutiny and security from our summer home. Nightly 
blackouts interrupted early evening cocktail and bridge 
parties. Dad bought a surplus Navy searchlight and 
mounted it on the front porch railing. During the early 
war years, a fatal shark attack happened off Pease's 
Point, but I do not recall any foreign submarine sight- 
ings. 

Dressed in camouflage with BB guns at the 
ready. Point Connett special forces borrowed Guntha to 
search for spies behind scrub pines and boulders. Most 
of my friends, energized commandoes, belonged to the 




Angelica Yacht Club, and sailed 12-foot, gaff rigged, 
two-person 
catboats. AYC 
sailors raced 
for weekend 
flags and the 
Beetlecat Cup, 
a pewter repli- 
ca of America's 
Cup.

Sailing the 
Bobbin with her black hull and orange sail, my friends 
deserved every award. 

For myself, racing was not a serious pastime, 
and I carried a fishing rod. Named after my favorite 
Disney song. Hi Ho, crossed the finish line long after 
the race committee and spectators had left the stone 
pier. Fresh striped bass, or bluefish for the Wyman fam- 
ily Sunday dinner was a treat, with milk toast for back 
up. 

The course was to sail around the Angelica Red 
buoy, leave Cleveland Ledge to Port and home. Point 
Connett odds favored Jill in the Bobbin, with Dave 
Barker for her crew, at 2-1; a few sympathetic gamblers 
had Hi Ho, with Polly Anderson (my crew) at 12-1. 

Between Point A and B, and in last place, I 
noticed gulls frantically diving over a school of Blues. 
Casting a popping plug, immediately I was onto a 
good-sized bluefish. That was when Polly noticed a 
shark fin, and suddenly water exploded as Sunday din- 
ner got sliced in two. 

"I'll never sail with you again," Polly said And, 
she didn't, but she kept my school ring. 

My Dad thought that Sunday racing was excel- 
lent therapy for shark hunters who drank too much 
beer on Saturday night. Sleeping late on one Sunday 
morning, he carried and dumped me from the stone 
pier, reiterating words of Polly Anderson's dad, Andy, 
"When will you get a life?" 

This happened on the same weekend that I 
declined my Grandmother's offer and financial incen- 
tive to quit smoking on my seventeenth birthday. Beach 
bumming could be a risky livelihood.
